Torgpredstvo (Torzovoye Predstavitelstvo SSSR) (Commercial Representation 
of the USSR) in Harbin was established immediately efter the Soviet Army's 
oecupation of uhe clty. The agency is located in the compound formerly 
occupled ty the Russian Asiatic Bank, containing a twoestory administration 
Quildins, separate quarters for employees, and a garage. The building is 
net guarded and during business hours is open to anyons, no special cass 
being required. Of the approximately 120 employees of the office, all are 
Soviet citizens from the USSR; no local Soviets are employed. Former 
Zeneral-Vaior Joiko,*fnu, whe has been the commercial representative for 
some tive, still meld the position in January 1950. All imports of Soviet 
goods, including books, periodicals, porfumas, wines, textiles, bicycles, 
and automobiles (GAZ, ZS, etc.), are nezsotiated by the Chinese sovernmsnt 
through Torgpredstvo. F 


Eksportkhleb (Grain Export), also established after the Soviet cesupation, 
has its office on Kiteiskeya Street. Its aprroximately fifty to seventy 
employees, all Soviet citizens from the USSR, are directed by Pakhamov, fnu, 
who arrived in Herbin in civilian clothes with the Soviet forces in 1945 and 
has remained ever since, The primary function of the organization is to proe 
cure ang purchase for export to the USSR zrain, dairy products, and. other 
fecdstulfs. All negotiations are canducted through representatives of the 


Department of Trade of che Northeast Feople's Government. 


In addition to its main office, Eksportkhleb also operates a gmall local 
office, headed by lzersky, fnu, a.local Soviet citizen. This branch employs 
entirely local Soviet citizens and angages in purchasing supplies on the 
Harbin market for the use ef Soviet azencies in the area. 


Dalvneshtrans (Dalnovostechny Vneshay Transport) (Far Eastern Foreizn Trans- 
port), which was reactivated by the Soviets after their oecupation of Harbin, 
operates passenger and freight transportation in the city supplementing that 
of the Municipal Transportation Bureau, which operates street oar lines, and 
the Chinese Changchun Railway, which runs buses connecting its own installa- 
tions. The passenger bus line operates nineteen buses in the city and ime 
mediate siburbs, and there is also a section which rents trucks to both public 
and private organizations. Certain public works are also performed for the 
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municipal government, such as snow removal and wasts collection.

Soveksportfilm (Soviet Film Export Azency) has its offices in the Noskva 
{former Japanese Harbin-Kikan) Theatre, which, along with the Asia Theatre, 
was @xpropriated from its Japanese owners by the agency. The organisation 
acts as ar exchanse for Soviet films and operates four cinemas, the twe 
nemed above, and the Modern and the Orient, whieh it rents. Films ara sup 
plied not only to these four theatres but to all Chinese theatres in the 
city, ag well as to schools, clubs, social organizations, and other sroups, 
using portable projectors. kxeept for a few German films which the Soviete 
claim are made in the New People's Studio (DEFA) in Eastern Germany, nearly 
all films are Soviet, with Chinese Subtitles; German films nave both 
Russien and Chinese sub<titles. dhen Chinese films ure gnown, they do not 
comaonly have Russian sub~tities. fhe crizinel director, Surovtsev, fnu, 

&® Soviet eitizen from the USSR, returned home in December 1948, to be guce 
ceeded by his former assistant Yutkin, fau, a looal Soviet. He was pronptly 
dismissed after the arrival from the USSR of a new director, name unknown,

Churin (Tehuria, Tschurin) and Company, taken over by the Soviets upon their 
occupation because of Japanese capital in the firm, is headed by Stenin, fnu, 
a Soviet sitizen from the USSR. Hig assistant is Samarin, fru, an old resi — 
Sent of Harbin who retained his Soviet citizenship during the Jananese domina~ 

tion of Manchuria. Ths assistant manager cf the Pristan District stere ig 
Aleksandr GSryaztsov. Tn Yarbin alone the firm, in stores, offices, and fac~ 
tories, employs over 2,500 lecal Soviets and Chinese, 


Churin operates threa stores in Harbin: in the Pristan District, in Ma 

Chia Kou ( Modyagu) (2 ‘Re FR) District, and in Novy Sorod; it also consrols 
the Harbin retail store of Mezhdunarodnaya Kniga, in the ouilding of the 
former Moteuura Department Store. The main administrative offices of the 
firm are in the Novy Gorod store. in addition, the firm operates a plywood 
factory, two industrial alcohol distilleries, a brewery, a vodka distillery, 
a confectionery, a sausage factory, and a large dairy in Harbin and has its 
own club and employees’ quarters. 3raneh stores furetion in Mukden, fsit- 
sihar, Changchun, Nutanchiang, and Neilar, The stores in Harbin and in the 
provinces provide the largest Single outlet for Soviet manufactured articles 
brought in by Torgored. 
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
